OK, at the risk of being flamed, I'll tackle this question. 
First, let's look at it from a cost standpoint: 


$ 

15 direct cost of components, in quantity 

10 assembly cost, direct labor (PC assembly, connector handwiring, 
mechanical assy) 

5 test, direct labor 

3 packaging cost (assuming sales volume > 20K/yr) 

15 shipping and import duties from Japan 


88 direct costs total 
$100 sales price - $88 = $12 left for the manufacturer to pay for: 


development costs (engineers gotta eat too) 
overhead: plant, equipment, utilities, supplies 
sales and marketing costs 

advertising 

administrative costs (things like accountants, the janitor, personnel dept, 
etc.) 

warranty costs 

scrap losses 

taxes, government fees, permits 

pension costs 

vacation, sick, and holiday pay 


insurance 

customer service 
employee benefits 
profit to shareholders 
etc. 


BTW, $12 won't buy a Big Mac in Japan. 
My guess is that the manufacturer is losing money on that sale. 


Retail markup (difference between suggested list price and wholesale price) 
in electronic equipment is usually around 25% to 40%, the higher the 
price, the lower the markup. 


In ham radio retailing, competition is such that the sales price of large 
items (your HT or transceiver) is discounted nearly to the wholesale cost. 
Retail stores like HRO typically do not make much profit on those 
discounted items, but they hope to make enough money on the non-discounted 
accessories to pay expenses. Should we go into those expenses? 


The manufacturing volume of accessories such as the mobile adapter is much 
smaller than the transceiver itself, which means the component costs are 
going to be higher. Also, fixed development costs are higher per unit when 
amortized over fewer units. (The plastic case for that adapter required a 
$50,000 tool -- how many units do you have to sell to pay for that?). 


The amazing thing is that they can sell a complete synthesized transceiver 
with special mobile adapter for only $390! 


Is Standard Communications Co. earning humongous profits? I haven't looked 
in the stock listings to check, but if they were doing much better than the 
general business world, you can be sure they would be on the front page of 
the newspaper. 


Think about companies like Intel, which takes $0.25 of raw material and 
sells it to you for $800. They are making good profits and are on the 
front page of the paper. 


Think about 3M, which takes $0.0002 of raw material and sells it to you in 
the form of Post-it(r) notes for $2.00. 


Think about Microsoft, -- well, on second thought, don't think about 
Microsoft..... it's too painful. 


Now David, I'm not saying you're a "penny-pinching tight wad", and I'll 
admit to thinking the same thoughts the last time I bought something at 
HRO, or Fry's, or Radio Shack, or whatever. However, global competition is 


very effective at reducing our overall prices to the barest minimum. Where 
are National Radio, Hallicrafters, Collins, Heathkit, Gonset,...? Just 
remember that you got a good radio with accessories for a pretty good 
price, considering all that goes into it. 


disclaimer -- All numbers quoted in this post are estimates by the author 
based on many years of experience in the electronics equipment design and 
manufacturing industry. They may or may not be accurate. 


Should we talk about ham radio kits? Did you ever wonder why there is only 
one real commercial kit manufacturer in the US (TenTec)? The rest are 
mostly one-person, no-profit enterprises. BTW, I am not privy to TenTec's 
internal accounting numbers, but I believe that the part of the business 
which pays the bills is the metal and plastic fabrication services which 
they sell to other industries. 


But that's a whole 'nother thread...

I saw that post as well and silently disagreed. I see no reason that the Q 
would materially change. 


>>One of my corresponents modified his SLT, clipping the ground lead on the 
>>bottom end of the inductor, thus eliminating the short. Indications are 
>>that losses increased substantially instead of decreasing as expected. 


I am not familiar with the SLT configuration. However if it is a C-L-C T 
network (very commonly used) the bottom end of the inductor and the 
shorting point should be connected to ground. The reason is, otherwise you 
would have an auto-transformer and the free end would float at a very high 
impedance and voltage condition (i.e.through transformer action).

OK, folks. Let's try this one slow and simple... 

Fact 1: A toroid inductor is an inductor, just a single winding arounda 
magnetic coil, like the primary winding of a transformer, except there is 
no secondary winding, just a coil with two terminals. 

Fact 2: If we took a center tap out, in essence and in fact, we've just 
created an autotransformer. 

Fact 3: If we cut the single winding in two pieces, we have created a 
two-winding transformer 


Now, try this if you have a variac and a two-winding transformer. Hook the 
variac to the high voltage winding of the transformer with an ammeter in 
series to measure current. Leave the low-voltage winding open. Energize 
and raise the voltage slowly on the primary winding. Note that there is a 
low amount of current flowing. Then, reduce the voltage to zero. Short 
the low-voltage winding. Again slowly raise the voltage. Note that 
shorting the secondary winding act as though the primary winding is also 
shorted. (NOTE: This experiment is particularly spectacular when the 
transformer primary voltage is 13800 volts, the source is a 50 megawatt 
generator, and the shorting device is a piece of tin blown about by a 
summer thunderstorm. ) 


You can easily replicate this experiment with an autotransformer. Shorting 
the turns on an inductor changes it into a three-terminal device - an 
autotransformer with shorted turns. 


This is a basic fact of life with transformers and inductors. If you short 
out turns of an inductor, you DO NOT remove them from the magnetic field, 

and they will attempt to draw power from the input source and then 

dissipate it as heat. How well this happens depends on the value of the 
magnetic path. If you want to change the value of the inductance, shorting 
turns will result in some very unpredictable results. Instead, remove 

turns or cut one end loose, leave it floating, and move a tap higher up the 
Winding. Doing otherwise results in some of those unpredictable outcomes 
which give some of our projects such "interesting" operating characteristics.

Also, I 
seriously doubt that shipping and import duties would be anywhere near 50% as 
you estimate--particularly from a country with "Most Favored Nation" trading 
status (as most of the Asian countries have)!

I took a T68-2 toroid and wound 30 turns of #22 on it, tapped at ten 
turns (or 20, if you count from the other end). I then checked it on my 
trusty Heathkit Q-meter (circa 1965), and found the following: 
frequency=7.9 Mhz 


Thirty turns L=5.8 uh, Q=215 


Measuring from one end to the tap, WITH THE BOTTOM TEN TURNS "OPEN" 
L=2.95 uh, Q=155 


Shorting across the "bottom" ten turns 

L=2.3 uh, Q=103 
In both cases of 20 turns (shorted ten turns or open ten turns), the 
twenty turns "active" were only around 240 degrees of the toroid, which 


made some difference. 


However, I certainly am convinced that shorting turns on a toroid reduces 
the effective Q.

I'm not familiar with this particular unit, but it sounds like there is 
little (if any) filtering on its output. Try connecting about 2000 to 
5000 microfarads across the output, and see if it improves. If no 
improvement, then it may have a bad rectifier. 


I'm assuming it's just a transformer-rectifier unit, with no regulator 
circuitry. If it's a regulated unit, then the extra capacitance should 
be put between the rectifiers and the regulator.

The recenet thread on to short or not to short turns on a toriod perked my 
interest. Conventual wisdom says not to. So, I tried an experiment to find 
out. 


Set up: 

T37-2 toriod 

3 turn primary 

6 turn secondary, center taped. 


Signal source, IFR 1000 service montior, 50 ohm output 
Frequency, 7 Mhz 
Detector, Textronics 453 scope 


Put hefty siganl into primary, measure output secondary with 51 ohm load, 
using center tap. One side floating. 


Out put voltage= 200 mv. 
short floating end of secondary to center tap, creating shorted turns. 
Output voltage, 50 mv. 


Conclusion: Shorting turns on a toriod transformer causes a 4 to 1 loss in 
signal. Showing that shorted turns on a toriod when used as a simple 
inductor increases losses would be a little harder to prove. Although I 
belive this effect can be infered from the transformer experiment. 


SO, I would not short my toriod inductor to change it's inductance. As this 
would create an autotransformer effect, as Ed noted, possibly producing 
high voltage on the floating end, make sure the floating end is well 
isolated from any grounding surfaces.
